COURT OFFICERS BILL. 

On the ns stage of the Court Officers 
Bill the Dail agreed to a number of amend- 
ments, most of which were designed to express’ 
the intentions of the Government more clearly. 

Mr. John Good reminded the Minister for 
Justice that in Committee he had made a 
promise to consider the position touched. by 
Section 44—disposal of fines. He said that 
fines received by local authorities in certain 
classes of prosecutions more or less balanced | 
the cost of bringing prosecutions. Under 
Section 44 the fines were to be taken into the 
Exchequer, but the local authorities were still 
to bear the expense of prosecutions. Mr. 
Good made allusion also to the diversion of a 

‘oportion of dog-tax receipts from Pembroke 
i am Council, and protested against what he 
said was a tendency to ta from local 
authorities sources of income while adding 
burdens. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, said 
that he had gone into the matter since the 
Committee stage. The total amount of fines 
(using the word in ite broadest sense) imposed 
by District Courts in the Free State, includ- 
ing the Dublin Metropolitan area, and actu- 
ally collected, might be taken at £22,000 per 
annum. Fines in the Superior Courts were 
so rare as to be negligible, except as regards 
fines on jurors, which would go to the State, 
irrespective of the provision’ in the bill. Of 
the total collection of £22,000, the followmg 
sums were appropristed already under the 
existing law in effect to the Exchequer, and 
‘were used towards yore. Í expenses for 
which the Exchequer was liable—2£6,000 to 


the Fines and Fees Fund, £3,250 to the Civic | 


Guard, and £2,200 to the Revenue Commis- 
sioners—a total of £15,450. As regards that 
amount, the bill would ao no change, or 
would not affect any private individual “or 
local authority. The bill would simply put 
in clear form what was at pat dispersed 
over several Acts, some of them 70 or 80 


years old. 
THE BALANCE. 

With regard to the balance of £8,650, it 
was disposed as follows :—Road Fund £4,500, 
local authorities £3,000, General Cattle Dis- 
eases Fund £400, Fishery Conservators £259, 
and Civic Guard Reward Fund £400. 

The £4,500 that went to the Road Fund 
was to be compared with the other ineome of 
the Road Fund, which amounted to £500,000 
per annum. It should not be assumed, how- 
ever, that an order would not be made, under 
Sub-section (4), continuing the payment as 
heretofore. With regard to the amount pay- 
able to local authorities, the Minister 
ho: out that Rathmines and Pem- 

roke received £50 out of the total—‘‘scarcely 
a serious contribution towards the rate,” 
he remarked, ‘‘ although Penrbroke Council 
has taken the trouble to submit a statement 
showing no less than ten different ‘classes of 
Acts of Parliament which have to be invoked 
to produce the £50.’" (Laughter.) On the 
other hand, by another recent Act Pembroke 
would receive relief amounting a few years 
hence to more than £50,000 a year. Dublin 
Corporation received £1,200, and local gutbo- 
ritjes outside Dublin £1,700 in all:

IRISH FISHERIES. 


A MARKED IMPROVEMENT. 

According to figures published by the Irish 
Free State Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, the number of Irish vessels engage’ 
solely in fishing declined from 755 in 1 
to 687 in 1924. This affected chiefly the 
smaller boats. It was more than compensated 
by the increase from 3,044 to 3,935 in the 
number of vessels partially engaged. 

Similarly, the number of men wholly en- 
gaged in fishing declined from 3,036 to 
2,855, a decrease of 5.96 per cent., while the 
numbers partially engaged expanded from 
9,501 to 12,528—an increase of nearly 32 per 
cent. 

The total value of fish (exclusive of salmon) 
landed on the Irish coast during the same 
ng £312,570 in 1923 and £380,549 


in, 1924. 

The value of similar fish landed on the 
Free State coasts during the March quarter 
of this and last year is returned as 47 
in 1925 and £51,148 in 1926.
